2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
to Howard et al. (2003/0161789) discloses a system for recovering carbon dioxide from a 
supercritical extraction process, comprising adjusting the pressure, venting carbon dioxide vapor, 
adjusting the temperature, creating and separating a two phase mixture, and passing the vapor 
phase to an adsorber and/or dryer, but fails to suggest a motivation for filtering the vapor phase 
to remove particulates before passing the stream to the adsorber as recited in instant claims 1 and 
6. Howard et al. also fails to suggest using a container to collect the separated liquid phase, or a 
filter to remove particulates from the vapor phase in combination with an adsorber to remove 
trace impurities from the filtered stream.
